Mr. Lloyd George, in the Great 
War, spoke of “silver bullets.” 

He was thinking»of the savings 
of the people, of the money they 
could give to provide food and guns 
and shells for the Allied Armies. 

Canadians today, in all ranks 
and walks of life, and of all ages, 
get the opportunity to provide 
“silver bullets." It comes through 
War Savings Certificates. 

Under .this War Savings Certifi- 
cates plah—described in Govern- 
ment advertising—a five dollar cer- 
tificate may be purchased for four 
dollars; a ten dollar certificate for 
eight dollars; a twenty-five dollar 
certificate - for twenty dollars; a 
fifty dollar certificate for forty 
dollars; a one hundred dollar cer- 
tificate for eighty dollars A gilt- 
edge security, and with provisions 
for redemption before the date of 
maturity (they mature in 1% 
years) they are an admirable in- 
vestment: simple, safe, profitable, 
fitting the smallest budgets. 

But the real argument for War 
Savings Certificates is the oppor- 
tunity they afford for war service. 
In the Great War we spoke of 
people “doing their bit”. Here 
now, all of us are given the chance 
to do “our bit.” People of small 
incomes, artisans, people too old 
for active war service, even child- 
ren—all can ‘strike a blow in this 
struggle by investing in these sec- 
urities. 

Our Government needs money, 
needs it desperately. Only by 
money, by what it can raise in 
taxes, by loans, and by these War 
Savings Certificates, can it help 
win the war, Therefore, if we 
believe the, things we profess, if 
we are sincerely anxious to strike 
a blow for freedom, if we want, in 
short, to save Canada from the 
“night of ‘baraism” of which Mr. 
Churchill has spoken so solemnly, 
we must—all of us who can—buy 
these certificates. 


In Britain they are giving their 
last, farthing to help win this war. 
In Nazi Germany they are giving 
everything—are having everything 
taken from them, incliding their 
liberty — to win this war. Are 
we capable of legs? Are we of 
weaker fibre? 

After all,a good investment— 
good intérest on the security for 
our savings—is a small thing to 
be asked in this. crisis. Small, 
pitifully small, in comparison to 
what we asked of those who: go 
to fight and die for us, At this 
hour, there is a poem which should 
havé a poignant appeal to us: 


“What have I given,. bold soldier 
of the sea, 
On Earth or Heaven, that you 
should die for me? 
What can I give, Oh soldier leal 
and brave, 


ous,” she said, 


“The response has been marvel- 
“Our enormous 
stocks of hospital supplies in Eng- 
land have been made available to 
the British and French Red Cross 
without stint. The conflict now 
raging makes our fullest co-opera- 
tion and generosity not only nece- 
ssary, but imperative. 

“Articles are going out in thous- 
ands to relieve the urgent calls,” 
Mrs. Campbell continued, “The 
appalling losses of British and 
French Red Cross supplies, as well 
as the terrific number of sick and 
injured refugees and the wounded 
| of our Allied forces, make replace- 
ments of our stocks in our ware- 
houses in England a pressing re- 
sponsibility.” 

Along with her tribute to the 
way the women of .Canada have 
rallied to the call, Mr8. Campbell 
gave a word of caution. . 

“To meet our needs wisely and 
to make both effort and funds 
most effective, everyone should 
bear in mind the fact that the 
most-needed articles should be pro-~ 


duced first. All work conveners 
should endeavour to use up all the 
materials they have on hand for 
the purpose for which they are 
intended.” ( 

Mrs. Campbell advised women 
to “be patient’; This war and its 
demands made equal call upon 
everyone, she said. 

“Remember”, she _ continued, 
“there are many things greatly 
needed .by the Red Cross of the 
Allies that we women cannot make 
with our hands, Provisions must 
be made for these. 

“Let the true spirit of service 
prevail, Do the job nearest at 
hand, grateful for the privilege of 
serving our Empire from the pre- 
sent safety of Canada and. pray 
hat our small effort may contrib- 
te to the alleviaiton of the horrible 
cufferings of our own people and 
cur Allies. 


“It is’ as necessary now as it 
was when we began our work to 
make every article as perfect as 
possible. There must be no 
lackening in the quality Work.”
